Labour leader visits college project 



Rent cut 
offer for 
traders hit 
by delay 

TRADERS will be able to 
move onto new stalls at 
Dudley’s revamped market 
place in the new year. 

Work on a £6 million 
transformation of Dudley 
Market is taking place. 
Stallholders were tempo¬ 
rarily moved in June from 
their traditional home in the 
High Street to the other side 
of the town centre fountain. 

It had been hoped they 
would be able to move back 
by the end of this month 
but, due to delays, the date 
has been pushed back to the 
new year. 

Dudley Council has agreed 
to offer the traders a 20 per 
cent reduction in their rent 
after they reported a contin¬ 
ued drop in customers since 
the project began. 

The latest reduction, 
which runs until late De¬ 
cember, comes on top of a 30 
per cent cut agreed in April. 

Len Lenihan, chairman 
of Dudley Market Traders 
Association, said traders 
‘appreciated’ the offer from 
the council. 

Regeneration boss Coun¬ 
cillor Judy Foster said: “We 
work hard to create bustling 
and vibrant market place 
over the Christmas period. 

“We hope this further 20 
per cent reduction in their 
rent will ensure we retain 
a good number of traders 
to keep the market running 
well. ”_

WASTE FIRM IS 
TOLD TO PAY UP 


THE company behind a proposed 
waste plant at Brierley Hill is facing 
paying costs after ditching the origi¬ 
nal scheme before a planning inquiry. 

Dudley Council and campaign group Say No 
To Waste - SNOW - have been invited by The 
Planning Inspectorate to make an application 
for ‘wasted and unnecessary expense’ over the 


Clean Power appeal 
hearing. 

The inquiry was due to 
take place in June after the 
company appealed against 
the council’s decision to 
refuse its planning applica¬ 
tion for the waste to energy 
plant off Moor Street in 
Brierley Hill. But the com¬ 
pany abandoned the appeal 
just a month before it was 
due, in favour of submitting 
a new application to the 
council with added ‘air lock’ 
odour controls to address 
fears over smells. 

Risk 

SNOW has submitted a 
claim for just under £1,000, 
while Dudley Council is in 
negotiations over its claim. 

In a letter to SNOW, Ken 
McEntee, from The Plan¬ 
ning Inspectorate, said: 
“In this case the appeal 
was withdrawn some three 
months after it was submit¬ 
ted. The appellants’ deci¬ 
sion to withdraw the appeal 
when they did needed to be 
weighed against the risk of 
an award of costs. This risk 
was brought to the appel¬ 
lants’ attention. 

He said the company 
should have been aware 
that their actions caused 
the Brierley Hill SNOW 
campaign to incur ‘wasted 
or unnecessary expense’ in 
preparing to resist it at the 
abortive inquiry and ‘an 
award of costs will be made 
accordingly’.

Mr McEntee said that 
a partial award of costs 
should be made for expenses 
incurred from March 21 
and the award was on the 
grounds of ‘unreasonable’ 
behaviour. 

SNOW spokesman Tim 
Lee said if the costs could 
not be agreed with the firm, 
SNOW would consider ap¬ 
plying to the High Court. 
He said the group’s claim 
was for £985.75. 

He added: “It is clear that 
the appellants were warned 
at the outset by the Plan¬ 
ning Inspectorate that if 
they were to withdraw their 
appeal without good reason, 
then they risked a costs 
order being made. 

“The costs recovered will 
go into SNOW’s fighting 
fund against Clean Power’s 
new planning application, 
which is ongoing.” 

The planning inspectorate 
has ordered that the council 
is entitled to a partial award 
of the costs incurred. The 
amount of this award is now 
a matter for negotiation 
with Clean Power. 

A new planning applica¬ 
tion for the plant was sub¬ 
mitted by Clean Power last 
month. The firm wants to 
process about 195,000 tons 
of waste a year, creating en¬ 
ergy for up to 10,000 homes, 
and creating 34 jobs.

AN ambulance crew withdrew from 
a picket line in Dudley to come to the 
aid of a man having a fit during the 
first NHS strike over pay in 32 years. 

The workers were part of 100-strong 
picket line outside Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital when the ‘red’ call came through 
as part of a backlog of 40 calls faced 
by West Midlands Ambulance Service 
(WMAS) on Monday morning. 

Bosses say the service was unable 
to respond to 999 calls immediately 
due to the walkout but a crew of two 
staff leapt into action when they heard 
that an emergency call could not be at¬ 
tended. 


The man, who is in his 30s, had suf¬ 
fered a diabetic fit at his workplace in 
Dudley. He was stabilised at the scene 
and taken to Russells Hall for treat¬ 
ment. 

WMAS spokesman Murray MacGre¬ 
gor said: “The staff have their reasons 
for going on strike but this shows they 
really want to do their jobs. Even at a 
time when they were on a picket line 
their priority was to make sure they 
are providing a safe service.” 

Bosses at WMAS said they received 
587 emergency calls during the four- 
hour strike. Mr MacGregor added: 
“None of the calls we received were 


life-threatening. Despite our requests 
for people to only use the service in 
terms of emergency, it is a bit con¬ 
cerning that the number of 999 calls 
actually increased during the strike.” 

Hundreds of nurses and midwives 
were among NHS staff joining ambu¬ 
lance workers in the walkout. 

Members of six unions including 
Unison, Unite and GMB were on 
strike from 7am to 11am in a national 
dispute over pay. Emergency care, 
including maternity wards, was un¬ 
affected following an agreement by 
unions and NHS bosses. Doctors and 
dentists were not involved. 



Target is 
reached 
for canal 
showcase 

DUDLEY Canal Trust has 
secured the final funding 
it needs towards a new £3 
million education and herit¬ 
age centre, paving the way 
for work to start. 

The Portal will be used to 
tell the tens of thousands of 
visitors who go to the site 
every year about the Black 
Country’s industrial past 
and its canal heritage. 

The project has now been 
awarded £500,000 by Biffa 
Award as their flagship 
project for this year. The 
two-storey base will be built 
by the Dudley Canal Tunnel 
entrance at Todd’s End. 

A swing bridge would be 
constructed to enable visi¬ 
tors from the Black Coun¬ 
try Living Museum, on the 
opposite side of the canal, to 
access the ticket office, boats 
and heritage centre. Bosses 
also plan to install a lift to 
enable people to get to and 
from the towpath and visi¬ 
tor embarkation wharf. 

Heritage activities officer 
Sarah Fellows said a con¬ 
tractor was due to be ap¬ 
pointed. 

She added: “The Biffa 
Award marks the last major 
grant contribution to the 
Portal building. Now that 
is in place, the construction 
can start very soon on site.” 

Chief executive of the 
Dudley Canal Trust, Nick 
Morris, said funding would 
be used on an exhibition 
gallery.

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More illegal immigrants found in lorry 


SEVEN suspected illegal immi¬ 
grants were discovered in the back 
of a lorry near Stourbridge. 

The driver of the lorry pulled 
over on a lay-by on the A491 near 
Belbroughton, after hearing noises 
in his trailer on Friday at about 
2.20pm. 

West Mercia Police discovered 
seven adults from Iran in the back 
of the vehicle. The lorry had trav¬ 


elled into the UK from Poland. Par¬ 
amedics were called to check them 
over before they were handed over 
to Border Agency officials. 

Kieren Bodill, spokesman at West 
Mercia Police, said: “West Mercia 
Police were called to a lorry on the 
A491. The driver had heard people 
in the back of lorry and when police 
arrived a number of suspected ille¬ 
gal immigrants were discovered.” 


In another recent incident 13 
suspected illegal immigrants were 
rescued from the back of a refrig¬ 
erated lorry on the M6 when police 
stopped the lorry between Junctions 
10A and 11. 

South Staffordshire MP Gavin 
Williamson said it showed ‘very 
clearly the need for tighter security 
measures at borders’. 

It comes just a couple of weeks 


after an illegal immigrant managed 
to hitch a 200-mile ride to the UK 
on a bus full of students from Perry 
Beeches Academy in Great Barr. 

The 35-year-old man, believed to 
be from Sudan, had ridden on the 
vehicle’s axle after climbing under¬ 
neath near the Eurotunnel terminal 
near Calais. He emerged when the 
school coach arrived back at Perry 
Beeches Academy in Birmingham. 


Banned driver admits 
causing cyclist's death 


A BANNED and uninsured driver who killed 
a cyclist from Gornal has admitted causing 
death by dangerous driving. 

Kile Straker was driving a Seat Leon Cupra with¬ 
out a valid licence or insurance on the A449 Stafford 
Road, Wolverhampton, when he tried to get past a 
van that had switched lanes to overtake 74-year-old 


cyclist George Searle.

Straker, aged 24, from 
Wolverhampton, attempted 
an illegal undertaking ma¬ 
noeuvre which led to his 
car ploughing into the bi¬ 
cycle, the impact causing 
Mr Searle serious injuries 
which he later died from. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard that after the 
collision, at around 12.30pm 
on July 11, 2013, the defend¬ 
ant sped off in his car which 
he hid in garages in Crown 
Street, Dunstall. Straker 
was traced and arrested on 
August 28 last year. 

The court was told 
Straker previously had his 
driving licence revoked and 
was banned from driving 
any motor vehicle. 

At a pre-trial review of 
the case, he pleaded guilty 
to causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving, causing death 
whilst unlicensed and caus¬ 
ing death by driving whilst 
uninsured. 

Senior Crown Prosecutor 
Emma Wynne-Owen said: 
“After the collision, rather 
than stop and seek emer¬ 
gency help for Mr Searle, 
the defendant drove off in 
order to escape the fact that 
he should not have been 
driving on a public highway. 

“Our thoughts are today 
with the family and friends 
of Mr Searle.” 

Mr Searle, a retired 
printer, had cycled all his 
life and had been a member 
of the Hill Top Cycling Club. 

Straker, of Armstrong 
Drive, Dunstall Park, Wol¬ 
verhampton, was bailed to 
appear at court to be sen¬ 
tenced on November 10.

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Driver on 
heroin is 
sent to jail 
after chase 

A BANNED driver was on 
heroin when he smashed 
his car into a gate and lamp 
post after leading police on 
a high speed chase through 
Dudley, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

Artaf Hussain, of Slater 
Street, Tipton, was spotted 
driving erratically on the 
Dudley Southern Bypass 
late on August 27 last year. 

When police put on their 
sirens the 28-year-old sped 
off in the direction of Neth- 
erton. Hussain reached 
speeds of up to 60mph dur¬ 
ing the mile-long pursuit 
down Cinder Bank, swerv¬ 
ing across the road before 
turning onto The Sling. 

Jailing Hussain for 14 
months and banning him 
from driving for two years, 
Judge John Warner told 
him: “You swerved into 
a single lane and collided 
with a gate and lamp post. 
To make matters worse you 
then tried to pretend you 
were not the driver.” 

Hussain was serving a six 
month driving ban when he 
committed the offence. He 
had been disqualified on two 
previous occasions. 

Mr Brett Wilson, defend¬ 
ing, said Hussain’s behav¬ 
iour had been affected by 
the fact that he was smoking 
heroin before the incident. 

He was found guilty after 
a trial.

THIS is the first glimpse inside 
the brand new £7 million Dud¬ 
ley Advance campus, which will 
soon be welcoming engineering 
and manufacturing students. 

Classrooms and workshops will fea¬ 
ture computer aided design machines 
and a robotics suite will also be in¬ 
stalled at the college site on Priory 
Road. 

There will also be dedicated training 
rooms for pneumatics, hydraulics, weld¬ 
ing and electronics spread over four floors. 
The first influx of students is expected in 
November. Construction work will soon 
be completed, although some landscaping 
work will continue into the new term. 

Engineering 

Some of Dudley College’s existing engi¬ 
neering machinery is being moved from 
the college’s Broadway site but it is also 
taking delivery of a range of industry-spe¬ 
cific equipment, including 3D scanning and 
printing. 

Although some of the work is still to be 
done, several of the classrooms and work¬ 
shops have been carpeted and are waiting 
for equipment. 

The cube-like building, clad in zinc and 
made to resemble a single block of machined 
steel, is currently surrounded by scaffold¬ 
ing to allow for the finishing touches by con¬ 
tractors Bowmer & Kirkland. 

Inside the building the steel structure 
has been left exposed along with mechani¬ 
cal services and some wiring as a homage to 
the technology and technical skills used in 
its construction. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin, who went 
to school on the site when it was part of 
Castle High School, was given a tour by 
Dudley College principal Lowell Williams 
and Neil Thomas, director of the new cam¬ 
pus, last week. 

Mr Austin said: “I think the biggest ques¬ 
tion we face is how we help local businesses 
grow and bring new, well-paid and secure 
jobs to the Black Country to replace the 
ones we’ve lost. Long-term youth unem¬ 
ployment in the Black Country is twice the 
national average and we need to make edu¬ 


cation our number one priority because the 
only way we’ll attract the new investment 
and jobs on which the area’s prosperity de¬ 
pends is by having the skills new industries 
need. 

“Under Lowell Williams, Dudley College 
has transformed our town centre and this 
brilliant new technology and manufactur¬ 
ing centre will soon be open, helping local 
businesses grow, educating young people 
and helping adults get new jobs too.” 

A resource centre, Dudley Enhance, is 
also under construction. It will house a lec¬ 
ture theatre which for up to 100 students 
as well as a maths workshop and a library 
and research centre. It will have a social 
area for students and will be home to the 
college’s new bistro Stir, managed by the 
college to offer experience for catering and 
hospitality students. 


The new campus also has an Innovation 
and Enterprise Zone, or business lounge, 
which local small to medium sized enter¬ 
prises (SMEs) can use. 

Partner 

Neil Thomas, director at Dudley Ad¬ 
vance, said: “SMEs are a huge part of local 
engineering in the area. We want to say to 
them they can come here and take advan¬ 
tage of the kit and space, and if they want 
to become a partner, give talks to students 
and possibly offer up placements, we won’t 
even charge them for it.” 

The Advance and Enhance campuses are 
the newest additions to the Learning Quar¬ 
ter, which includes the sixth form build¬ 
ing and Dudley Evolve vocational campus, 
which opened in September 2012 on the site 
of the former fire station in Tower Street. 


Earlier this year the college became the 
first in the West Midlands to receive the 
prestigious award for science, technol¬ 
ogy, engineering and maths (STEM) from 
the New Engineering Foundation (NEF). 
The quality standard is recognised by the 
Government’s Department of Business, 
Innovation and Skills, UK Commission for 
Employment & Skills and The National Ap¬ 
prenticeship Service.

Nearly £3m spent on agency staff 


MORE than £2.8 million was spent 
by Dudley schools employing agen¬ 
cy staff during six months, new fig¬ 
ures reveal. 

Casual workers are used to cover 
sickness absences and maternity 
leave to ensure pupils do not miss 
lessons at primary, secondary and 
special schools. 

The latest figures for the borough 
show that a total of £2,820,335.21 


was paid out between September 
last year and April this year. 

Some of the borough’s schools 
spend money to bring in additional 
teaching specialists and coaches. 

Between January and April 
this year, primary, secondary and 
special schools spent a total of 
£1,625,027.58. This was higher than 
the amount spent between Septem¬ 
ber and December 2013 when the 


bill came to £1,195,307.63. The fig¬ 
ures have been released by educa¬ 
tion bosses at Dudley Council under 
the Freedom of Information Act. 

The amount spent per school 
during the six-month period ranged 
from £100 to £83,822, according to 
the statistics. 

Individual schools are responsi¬ 
ble for making their own staffing 
arrangements including the hiring 


of temporary staff. Money is also 
often spent on bringing in staff to 
supervise exams as well as sports 
coaching, drama and music lessons. 

The figures do not include El- 
lowes, High Areal, Holly Hall, King- 
swinford and Oldswinford Hospital, 
as they have their own financial 
systems. 

In Sandwell, figures show schools 
spent almost £5m in 12 months. 


Duke pays tribute to 
donors during tour

THE Duke of Gloucester 
paid homage to organ do¬ 
nors as he unveiled a statue 
in their honour in Dudley. 

The Queen’s cousin was at 
Russells Hall Hospital to unveil 
the statue on Wednesday after¬ 
noon, October 8. 

The sculpture, called The Gift 
of Life, shows a figure celebrating 
being given a second chance after 
being handed an organ. 

In a speech at the hospital, he 
said: “This sculpture is in a way 
thanking those who have made that 
decision for themselves and their 
family that they wish for their or¬ 
gans to be donated. 

“I am delighted to unveil it to con¬ 
gratulate all those courageous indi¬ 
viduals who have donated.” 

The artwork was jointly designed 
and created by artists Malcolm Sier, 
from Wolverhampton, and Paul 
Margetts, from Belbroughton. 

Mr Margetts said: “If you look at 
the sculpture, the gap in between 
the two sections creates a heart, 
which most people associate with 
organ donation. 

“The figure is celebrating being 
given a new lease of life, and the 
other section is reaching out at the 
figure, symbolising the person who 
has passed away.” 

The 70-year-old Duke was given a 
tour of the hospital by deputy mayor 
and chair of the organ donation 
committee Councillor Steve Waltho. 

Prince Richard spoke to staff and 
managers at the hospital, as well 
as the family of people who had do¬ 
nated organs. 

He also officially opened a new 
£8.5 million medical centre in Wol¬ 
laston. The Duke toured the Lon 
Medical Centre in Lowndes Road, 
built on the site of the former Fos¬ 
ter, Rastrick & Co foundry, which 
created the Stourbridge Lion, the 
first steam locomotive sed in Amer¬ 
ica. 

Earlier in the day, he was given 
a tour of the Black Country Living 
Museum, where he rode on the re¬ 
stored West Bromwich 174 bus.

I hope this will all help en¬ 
sure Dudley borough’s roads 
and footpaths are main¬ 
tained in good condition.” 

The council has said the 
use of the recycled materi¬ 
als, which are taken back to 
the council’s depot in Lister 
Road after roads are resur¬ 
faced, is making a ‘signifi¬ 
cant’ saving. 

It is estimated that the 
cost of buying in new mate¬ 
rials to carry out the work 
on footpaths would have 
cost around £36,000 each 
year. The council has also 
estimated that £75,000 is 
already being saved due to 
the more efficient new ma¬ 
chinery.

Family’s pride over 
fearless war hero 


JON PRITCHARD looks 
at an exhibition in Dudley 
about local men who went 
to fight in the Great War 

HE CONTINUED bravely fight¬ 
ing while his comrades were 
wounded, firing his gun at the 
oncoming German army. 

Corporal Timothy Hinton fell in 
battle in 1917, but not until after he 
had made history. 

It is believed that he was the first man 
from Dudley to arrive in France in the 
First World War. 

And now pictures and documents from 
his time on the front line are part of a 
major exhibition in the town commem¬ 
orating the 100th anniversary of the 
conflict. 

His death, a commanding officer, 
would report, was ‘noble’ in the service 
of his country and he ‘knew no fear’. 

Mons 

Corporal Hinton was with the Royal 
Welch Fusiliers - the archaic spelling of 
Welsh reflecting its status as one of the 
oldest regiments - for up to five years 
before leaving the Army and signing up 
as a reserve. 

He was then called up in April 1914, 
again with the Royal Welch Fusiliers, 
who were one of the first regiments to go 
to France to fight. 

On February 24, 1916, Cpl Hinton 
was transferred to the newly-formed 
Machine Gun Corps, something his ex¬ 
perience with the Fusiliers, with whom 
he fired the machine guns, would have 
assisted. 

After doing his bit in battles at Mons, 
Marne, Aisne, Le Cateau, and Le Scarpe, 
he suffered a head wound on April 16, 
1917, and was taken to a hospital in Le 
Havre, where he died on May 23. 

His family later received his Distin-

guished Conduct Medal, and his great- 
niece, Janet Chilton, has donated items 
to help tell his story at an exhibition in 
Dudley on local soldiers who served in 
the Great War. 

The exhibition tells the story of Cpl 
Hinton’s life and death as was reported 
in newspapers shortly after his death, 
as well ashis three brothers. 

The family had lived in The Mambles, 
on King Street in Dudley, before they 
went off to fight to serve their country. 

Cpl Hinton was one of 15 children 
born, but Mrs Hinton said that six of 


them had died after only a matter of 
months each. 

Timothy, who was 30 at the time of 
his death, had three younger broth¬ 
ers also fighting in the war, Privates 
George, Joseph and Ebenezer Hinton. 

George Hinton served in Egypt, India 
and in The Dardanelles, while Joseph 
served in France. Ebenezer Hinton 
served with the Sherwood Foresters. 
Another Hinton brother, Edward, tried 
to join the armed forces but was refused 
on account of him having a reserved oc¬ 
cupation. 


Mrs Chilton said: “My sister gave my 
uncle the medal and it wasn’t until he 
died that I researched into what had 
happened. He enlisted in Birmingham 
and is now buried in St Marie Cemetery 
in Le Havre. “When I saw in the paper 
that there was going to be this exhibi¬ 
tion I brought all the information I have 
in to the museum.” 

Adrian Durkin, an exhibition of¬ 
ficer at the museum, has since helped 
her research the background of her 
great-uncle, and he believes he was one 
of the first people from the area to reach 
France during the war. 

Mr Durkin said: “From looking at the 
history of the Royal Welch Fusiliers you 
can see that they were there so he would 
have been one of the first, if not the first, 
people from Dudley to go over to France. 

“It’s hard to trace the records of peo¬ 
ple who lived because their records were 
bombed during the Second World War 
and they were destroyed.” 

Corporal Hinton was awarded the 
Distinguished Conduct Medal for his ef¬ 
forts during the war, which was sent to 
his family after his death. His citation 
said: “When two of his men had been 
wounded, he continued to fire the gun 
alone. Throughout the day he displayed 
initiative and great gallantry.” 

Around 12 years ago, Mrs Chilton and 
her mother, Doris Russon, visited the 
grave of her great-uncle, in Le Havre 
with two of their close friends, John and 
Sheilagh Shipway. 

She said: “It was very emotional 
when we went to France, more so for my 
mother. She never met him but we are 
all very proud of what he did.” 

The exhibition is full of information 
and possessions of people from the Black 
Country and surrounding area, paying 
tribute to their efforts. 

Mrs Chilton added: “When I was re¬ 
searching Timothy I went to the Dudley 
archive. I couldn’t believe how many sol¬ 
diers had died from Dudley in the war.” 

The exhibition is at Dudley Museum 
and Art Gallery until November 2018.

NEITHER Labour or the Tories 
want to approach the next elec¬ 
tion thinking about a coalition. 
The problem is, with the opinion 
polls still so close after the party 
conference season, they don’t 
really have a choice. 

The Conservatives finally got 
themselves a lead for the first 
time in two years. But it’s hard¬ 
ly a done deal. For all their at¬ 
tempts to portray Ed Miliband 
as another Michael Foot, his 
conference speech was not the 
second longest suicide note in 
history. 

He forgot to mention the econ¬ 
omy and immigration, and that’s 
bad. Even so, what the Tories 
gained was a lead of only a cou¬ 
ple of points, despite their own 
policies and announcements be¬ 
ing generally well received. 

David Winnick has been an 
MP for a very long time. The 
member for Walsall North wants 
his party colleagues to put out 
of their minds any prospect of 
having to cosy up to anyone else 
“We have to work all out for a 
working majority and any ques¬ 
tion of coalition with the Liberal 
Democrats or anyone else does 
not arise now.” he says. 

But the question has arisen 
now as it did four years ago. 
Some people who voted Liber¬ 
al Democrat might have done 
so believing there was a chance 
they would form a coalition with 
one of the others. Many didn’t. 
Now the party’s dwindling num¬ 
ber of supporters are left in no 
doubt that Nick Clegg is trying to 
stay in government with one or 
other of the two bigger parties. 
Neither did Conservative voters 
put their X in the box expecting 
to have a party they didn’t back 
taking some of the key roles. 

The next election will see 
the parties have to campaign 
against each other but not do 
so with such bad blood left be¬ 
tween them that they burn their 
bridges. So it is an important 
and perfectly reasonable set of 
questions for voters to be ask¬ 
ing of their MPs and candidates: 
Who could you work with? 

Have party leaders on both 
sides of the Atlantic painted 
themselves into a corner when it 
comes to tackling Islamic State? 

Wolverhampton South East 
MP Pat McFadden questions 
what may happen by ruling out 
‘boots on the ground’. 

He wrote: “Is war weariness 
pushing the West back into an 
unwitting adoption of the Viet¬ 
nam doctrine of escalation by 
degree rather than using over¬ 
whelming force which replaced 
it? For our leaders haunted by 
the recent experience of Iraq 
and Afghanistan it is worth re¬ 
membering, the past did not be¬ 
gin in 2003.” 

The difficulty is it’s not that 
long since British forces left Iraq. 
And they’re only now leaving 
Afghanistan after 13 troubled 
years. It doesn’t make it right to 
hold off on saving people from 
modern-day barbarians. But it 
does make it all the more diffi¬ 
cult to take the country with you.

PEOPLE often tell me that 
politicians in Westminster 
don’t care what they’ve 
got to say about immigra¬ 
tion but I know politicians 
should be listening. 

That’s why over the last 
few weeks I’ve held a dozen 
meetings across Dudley to 
hear what people think. 

One thing came through 
loud and clear — people 
want their concerns heard 
in Westminster.That’s 
something that I’m deter¬ 
mined to do. 

People who came along 
to my local meetings often 
told me they felt that border 
controls just weren’t strong 
enough, so I stood up in the 
House of Commons o ask 
Home Secretary Theresa 
May if she would strengthen 
our border force. 

Border checks have 
halved since 2010 and there 
are no checks at all for 20 
million visitors every year. I 
want tough rules to ensure 
that people moving here are 
prepared to work hard, pay 
their way and uphold Brit¬ 
ish values. We need proper 
checks if we’re going to en¬ 
force this. 

The Government has to 
get a grip on this. 

We should be counting 
people in and out, making 
it easier to deport EU crimi¬ 
nals and we have to re-intro- 
duce fingerprint checks for 
illegal immigrants at Calais. 

It’s my job to go to Lon¬ 
don and speak up for people 
in Dudley, so I will be taking 
advantage of every opportu¬ 
nity to raise points made at 
these meetings in House of 
Commons debates. 

I promise that I’ll also 
push for a new immigration 


bill in the first 12 months 
of the next government if 
I’m re-elected, and I will be 
telling politicians in West¬ 
minster exactly what local 
people said should be in it. 

Last week I was delighted 
to visit Dudley College’s new 
advanced manufacturing 
and technology centre, Dud¬ 
ley Advance. Under Lowell 
Williams Dudley College 
has transformed our town 
centre, and now Dudley Ad¬ 
vance is being developed in 
conjunction with Aston Uni¬ 
versity and local manufac¬ 
turers like Thomas Dudley 
to bring first-class training 
facilities to the town. 

This brilliant new tech¬ 
nology and manufacturing 
centre will soon be open, 
helping local businesses 


grow, educating young peo¬ 
ple and helping adults get 
jobs too. It will help make 
Dudley a destination for 
manufacturers on the look¬ 
out for talented engineers, 
designers and technicians. 

I think the biggest ques¬ 
tion we face in Dudley is 
how we help businesses 
grow and bring new, well- 
paid and secure jobs to our 
area to replace the ones 
we’ve lost. This is why I 
have been saying that we 
need to make education and 
skills our number one pri¬ 
ority. 

Dudley Advance and local 
manufacturers are lead¬ 
ing the way by training up 
the next generation but we 
need really urgent action to 
help young people in Dud¬ 
ley, where long-term youth 


unemployment is twice the 
national average. 

Labour is promising to 
put as many local people 
into apprenticeships as go 
to universitys. 

We can start boosting 
apprenticeship numbers 
by getting the government 
to provide apprenticeships 
as part of all public spend¬ 
ing programmes. There’s 
no reason why every home, 
road or school built with 
public money shouldn’t gen¬ 
erate apprenticeships. 

I also think that large 
companies should train a 
new apprentice for each 
skilled worker they hire 
from outside the EU. 

We need to ensure that 
apprenticeships are high 
quality too, by introducing 
new Technical Degrees. 
Technical Degrees would be 
a gold standard vocational 
qualification for high-level 
skills that would allow stu¬ 
dents to learn on the job 
as an apprentice alongside 
university, allowing them to 
earn a wage while studying. 

This way we can start a 
new industrial revolution 
and bring better schools, 
better skills and better jobs 
to Dudley. 

Hart Materials is one local 
manufacturer that is going 
from strength to strength 
here in Dudley. 

Under the leadership of 
Sedgley businessman and 
Aston University graduate 
Dr. Tony Hart, the busi¬ 
ness has continued to grow 
and recently moved to a 
larger site on Planks Lane 
in Wombourne where it is in 
the final stages of develop¬ 
ing a new technology centre.

'Vital' hub 
for mental 
health is 
reprieved 


A DROP-IN centre has been given a 12 month 
stay of execution after campaigners fought 
to keep it open, saying its services were vital. 

Dove House in Dudley helps provide support and 
advice sessions for people with mental health con¬ 
ditions. It is based on the grounds of Bushey Fields 
Hospital and is staffed and supported by independ¬ 
ent mental health charity Dudley Mind. 


The closure-threatened 
centre will remained staffed 
for the present time under 
the revised plan but this will 
be kept under review. 

Officials from the charity 
said eventually Dove House 
would have to be run by vol¬ 
unteers within a year. 

The centre currently 
provided a range of day ac¬ 
tivities and also serves as a 
meeting place each week for 
those who used it. 

Bosses told users of the 
centre, on the Russells Hall 
estate, earlier this year 
that the services at the 
centre would shut under a 
shake-up scheme. 

Health officials instead 
wanted the centre to be 
used by inpatients from the 
hospital’s wards during the 
run-up to leaving hospital 
and move services into the 
community. 

In its place the drop-in 
facilities will continue to 
run at other locations, such 
as community centres, and 
peer support groups will 
also be started. 

But campaigners held 
public protests outside Dud¬ 
ley Council meetings and 
forced meetings with char¬ 
ity officials. They said it pro¬ 
vides a vital meeting place 
for people and this would be

lost if services were moved 
elsewhere 

One of the campaigners, 
Joy Collins, said: “We are 
pleased it is staying open 
at the moment but this all 
started with them not talk¬ 
ing to us properly before 
making the decision so we’ll 
keep an eye on the situa¬ 
tion.” 

Dudley Mind chief ex¬ 
ecutive, Martin Mueller, 
confirmed the Dove House 
would remain open three 
days a week for at least 12 
months. 

“It is correct that repre¬ 
sentatives from the service 
users have taken part in 
designing and reviewing 
the consultation exercise 
undertaken over the sum¬ 
mer. Staffing is intended to 
drop over time to just one 
member of staff and service 
users will be assisted to take 
a greater role in managing 
the drop-in themselves. 

“Our experience over the 
coming year will help us 
plan how best to ensure that 
people get the support they 
need should the drop-in at 
Dove House eventually be¬ 
come fully self-managed by 
the people who use it.” 


Thousands of calls 
by automated alarms 

FIREFIGHTERS have been called out to hundreds of false 
alarms at hospitals across the region in one year. 

Figures released under the Freedom of Information Act 
show a total of 5,163 false alarms were attended by West 
Midlands Fire Service during that time frame. Of these, 
1,972 were automated alarms set off at dwellings and 2,535 
at non-domestic properties. 

Over the 12-month period, hospitals throughout the re¬ 
gion made up the top 10 addresses the service was called 
to after automated fire alarms have been triggered. Wol¬ 
verhampton’s New Cross Hospital tops the list with 134 
alarms, one of which was a legitimate incident. Heartlands 
Hospital, Birmingham, had 125 activations and eight inci¬ 
dents. Birmingham hospitals make up half of the list with 
City Hospital in third place with 77 alarms and 5 incidents. 

Dudley Russells Hall had 52 alarm calls and two inci¬ 
dents and Walsall Manor 29 calls and one incident.

Going bake in time 
at the living museum

WITH The Great British Bake 
Off helping to reignite the 
nation’s love of baking, the 
Black Country Living Muse¬ 
um is showing how it was 
done in days gone by. 

Every day bread is baked in the 
coal fired cast-iron oven with visitors 
given the chance to watch the baker at 
work. There is no high-tech machinery 
or fancy gadget to make it easier just 
pure elbow grease. 

The demonstrations, carried out by 
costumed guides, show how this staple 


of the diet was made and prove popu¬ 
lar with visitors. 

Abby Bird, of the museum, said: 
“Bread was an essential component 
of the working class diet during the 
19th century, with a much larger pro¬ 
portion of wages spent on loaves than 
today. 

“Our on-site bakery allows visitors 
to see the process of how it was made 
from start to finish, using nothing 
but coal-fired ovens and a lot of elbow 
grease - just as it would have been.” 

The coal-fired bakery from Oldbury 
is representative of the small inde¬ 
pendent bakeries once an important 


part of every town during the Victo¬ 
rian and early 20th century eras. 

In Wednesbury alone there were 31 
bake houses in the 1920s. The mu¬ 
seum’s bakery, which dates back to 
around 1844, continued in business 
until 1952 when last baker Samuel 
Harvey retired. After that the prem¬ 
ises were used for storage. When the 
museum rescued the building in 1977 
it was entirely derelict with virtually 
no roof remaining. 

It was carefully rebuilt brick-by¬ 
brick at the museum and the interior 
completed with fittings from Clarke’s 
bakery in Mount Pleasant, Bilston.

She joins from North- 
field Ecocentre in Birmingham, where she 
has worked for the past six years. She said: 
“The Wildlife Trust for Birmingham and 
the Black Country is a brilliant organisation 
with a track record in delivering projects to 
benefit local wildlife that is unrivalled. I 
cannot wait to get started. There is a lot of 
work to do to ensure that we build on the 
superb achievements of the last few years” 

Nick Hammond, the trust’s acting chief 
executive, said: “I feel very happy to be 
handing over to Georgia. She has all the 
skills needed to build on the very good 
foundation here. There are some exciting 
possibilities for enhancing green spaces 
and nature in Birmingham and the Black 
Country.” 

The trust has 10,000 members. 


RAIL campaigners have backed 
plans by councils to take over the 
management of train services. 

Proposals,put together by 14 local authorities 
are intended to give them a greater say over the 
next franchise and the ability to set fares. 

The councils will work under the name West 
Midlands Rail. The body brings together Wol¬ 
verhampton, Walsall, Sandwell, Dudley, Bir¬ 
mingham, Coventry and Solihull, who all fund 
transport authority Centro, as well as Stafford¬ 
shire, Shropshire, Telford and Wrekin, Worces¬ 
tershire, Warwickshire, Herefordshire and 
Northamptonshire councils. 

West Midlands Rail has submitted a case to 
the Department for Transport (DfT) to take over 


the management of local services to Birmingham 
from 2017, with the franchise being awarded by 
the DfT and operated by a private company. 
Services are currently operated by London Mid¬ 
land. 

Ian Jenkins, from Campaign for Rail, said the 
case for devolution is ‘strong’. 

Better 

He said: “Services on Merseyside, in Scotland 
and in London are managed by devolved bodies, 
and are of better quality than those provided at 
present in the West Midlands. 

“Local rail passengers want to see improve¬ 
ments to their services and better value for 
money. The performance of London Midland has 
continued to be appalling with frequent cancel¬ 


lations owing to staff shortages due to their poor 
planning and management, and the DfT has not 
taken action. 

“Regional rail services are better managed 
locally than by DfT. We would hope West Mid¬ 
lands Rail would ensure the better delivery of 
services that passengers rely on for work and 
leisure — and will take swifter action if the 
franchisee does not keep their promises than the 
mandarins in Whitehall”. 

A business case has been sent to DfT for con¬ 
sideration and it is understood that a decision 
will be made by the Secretary of State before the 
end of the year with the franchising process be¬ 
ginning in 2015. 

London Midland has said it supports the idea 
of devolution.

Rural roads riskier 
than the motorways 

SEVENTY two drivers in the West Midlands were killed on 
country roads and almost 500 were seriously injured over a 
year, new figures reveal. 

A campaign has been launched to get people to slow 
down on country roads as statistics show they are 11 times 
more likely to be killed on rural lanes than on motorways. 

The Department for Transport (DfT) has revealed a 
third of West Midlands drivers have had a near miss or col¬ 
lision on a country road with 72 fatalities and 486 serious 
injuries on rural roads in a year. 

The DfT’s Think! campaign said 60 per cent of people 
killed on Britain’s roads die on rural roads and new re¬ 
search shows many more drivers are putting themselves 
at risk of an accident. 

More than a third, 37 per cent, have been surprised by 
an unexpected hazard, such as an animal in the road. Two 
fifths also confess to taking a bend too fast.

£5m plan 
to boost 
tourism 


THE FUTURE of an his¬ 
toric attraction in north 
Worcestershire has been 
secured with the help of a 
£5 million Heritage Lottery 
Fund grant. 

Hartlebury Castle is now 
set to become a major tour¬ 
ist destination. Hartlebury 
Castle Preservation Trust, 
with partners Worcester¬ 
shire County Council and 
Museums Worcestershire, 
said the money would en¬ 
able them to preserve the 
Grade I listed building and 
its assets.

Reyahn King, of Heritage 
Lottery Fund, said: “The 
purchase will ensure that 
Hartlebury Castle with its 
distinctive architecture and 
the Hurd Library is saved 
for future generations. “

Vandalism on 
cars at SVR 

SEVERN Valley Railway has vowed it will 
be ‘business as usual’ despite the worst 
case of vandalism in 40 years. 

Twenty vehicles were damaged during 
the wrecking spree at the tourist attraction 
in Bridgnorth during the early hours of Sat¬ 
urday morning. 

The SVR’s buffet restaurant was also tar¬ 
geted, leaving a smashed window and glass 
scattered across the tables. 

Marketing and communications man¬ 
ager, Clare Gibbard said the buffet would 
be back up and running for the weekend. 

The vehicles belonged to railway volun¬ 
teers who had come from as far as Stock- 
port and Sheffield to work on the line, 
which stretches from Bridgnorth to Kid¬ 
derminster via Bewdley. 

Windows were smashed and personal pos¬ 
sessions stolenn including mobile phones, 
sat-navs, and radios, at some point between 
midnight Friday and 6am the following day. 

Anyone with information is asked to call 
the police on 101. 


HIGH streets across the re¬ 
gion are emptying at a faster 
rate, as the number of shop 
closures far outstrips store 
openings, a report reveals. 

The gulf between openings and 
closures is getting bigger, with the 
region losing more stores in the 
first six months of this year than 
in the whole of 2013. 

Across the West Midlands three 
shops closed over two days over the 
first six months - and that was before 
the collapse of La Senza and Phones 
4u. In all, 265 stores closed across the 
region but only 198 opened, a net loss 
of 67 shops. The region only lost 64 in 
the whole of last year. 

Building society branches, clothing 
chains and mobile phone shops were 
the big losers. 

But bookies and coffee shops are 
still on the rise, along with pound 
shops, charity shops and convenience

stores, snapping up empty premises. 

Nationwide, research from account¬ 
ants PwC and the Local Data Com¬ 
pany (LDC) found that, from a peak 
of more than 20 store closures a day 
in 2012 and 18 per day in the first half 
of last year, the rate of closures fell to 
16 a day in the first six months of this 
year. 

Reduction 

But a study of 500 town centres 
across Great Britain shows that 3,003 
outlets closed in a six-month period 
compared to 2,597 openings, a net re¬ 
duction of 406 shops over six months 
- more than in the whole of last year. 

And over the next three months, to 
the end of September, the overall drop 
rose to 964, due to the loss of La Senza 
and Phones 4u. 


One of the worst hit areas of the 
region is Wolverhampton, where 19 
shops closed in the already hard-hit 
city centre, and only seven opened. 
The overall loss of a dozen shops in six 
months was the worst of any shopping 
centre in the region. 

In Walsall, 11 shops closed and only 
five opened, while in Dudley nine 
closed and just three opened. Kidder¬ 
minster lost 12 shops and six were 
opened. 

West Bromwich doesn’t make the 
list of top 500 shopping centres, al¬ 
though it has benefited from the 
opening of the New Square retail de¬ 
velopment in the town centre a year 
ago. 

Birmingham, benefitting from the 
popularity of the Bullring, saw 40 
stores close but 39 open. 

Matthew Hopkinson, director of 
LDC, said: “Significant changes are 
continuing to take place across Brit¬ 
ain’s town centres.” 


Prices of 
homes still 
increasing 

THE average house price 
in the West Midlands is 
now 8.5 per cent more 
than it was a year ago, 
according to new figures. 

The statistics were re¬ 
leased by building society 
Nationwide which also 
said that across the coun¬ 
try house prices fell back 
from a record high in 
September with the first 
month-on-month decrease 
in more than a year. 

A fall of 0.2 per cent 
took the average UK prop¬ 
erty price to £188,374, 
down from the all-time 
peak of £189,306 in Au¬ 
gust. 

The average house price 
in the West Midlands is 
£164,167. 

A breakdown of the 
West Midland’s regional 
figures reveals a sharp 
jump in house prices in 
the Greater Birmingham 
area that includes Dudley, 
with prices rising 14 per 
cent over three months to 
an average of £193,224.

Secret history of waterways is 
brought to life by canals expert 


AS the industrial revolution took 
hold in the 18th century, canals 
spawned a radical new transport 
that became the arteries of the 
national economy. 

Now, hundreds of years later, after 
being rescued from decline and ne¬ 
glect, the region’s network is experi¬ 
encing a rejuvenation as a place of lei¬ 
sure and recreation. 

In his new book called Waterways of the 
West Midlands, Robert Davies, formerly of 
Tipton, delves into the unexplored history 
surrounding the great West Midland canal 
network. 

Through interviews with some of the 
last great boatmen, he reveals a new in¬ 
sight into its fascinating history including 
intriguing places and people. The 60-year- 
old’s interest in the inland waterways was 
first sparked 20 years ago when, after being 
off work ill, he learned about the early years 
of the canals from a friend. 

Growing up in Tipton, he says he ‘could

not miss’ the canals and had always been a 
familiar element of life in the Black Coun¬ 
try. “The West Midlands has made and 
continues to make a huge contribution to 
the story of the inland waterways of Great 
Britain,” he said. 

“Yes, the Birmingham Canal Navigations 
(BCN) has lost some of its original water¬ 
ways, and that is a sad fact, but it is still 
an amazing place to visit, and its history is 
rich and varied. 

“Add that to the other great associated 
waterways - the Staffordshire and Worces¬ 
tershire; the Worcester and Birmingham; 
the Trent and Mersey; and of course, the 
River Severn, and you have enough water¬ 
ways to spend a lifetime exploring.” 

The book starts off looking at the Stour- 
port and its origin as a canal town. “Stour- 
port is my first choice because, in 1772, that 
is where James Brindley placed the termi¬ 


nus of his Staffordshire and Worcestershire 
(S&W) Canal; and what a treasure that 
town has been for more than 200 years,” 
he said. 

Mr Davies also looks at some canal pio¬ 
neers as he traces the reasons for their cre¬ 
ation. “Historical figures are an essential 
part of this book, and such noteworthies as 
Boulton and Watt, John Corbett, and Jo- 
siah Wedgwood add to the tale of how the 
canals came to be and how useful they were 
to the 18th and 19th-century industrialists 
and entrepreneurs,” he said. 

“Of course, contrasted with these wor¬ 
thies are the ordinary working boatmen, 
and I have been fortunate to be able to get 
the life stories of two to add to our under¬ 
standing of the last few decades of the in¬ 
dustrial canal. 

“At a horseboating demonstration at a 
recent boating rally, a young lady volunteer 
was heard to say, ‘That doesn’t look safe. 
I don’t think the canals were designed for 
horses’, prompting older ones to quickly 
put her right: that indeed the canals, and 
especially the towpath were designed for 


horses, just as much as they were made for 
narrowboats.” 

Mr Davies estimates that around 15,000 
horses, mules or donkeys were pulling boats 
on the canals during their heyday. 

The book looks at the links between the 
Stourbridge canal and the glass industry, 
as well as the industry on the Walsall ca¬ 
nals where a man named Jack Haddock 
captured some of its last working days in 
photograph. 

In the book, Mr Haddock explains: “My 
first recollections of Walsall were of a view 
from the balcony of a Corporation tramcar, 
as it rose over the steep hump of narrow 
canal bridge en route to Bloxwich. As you 
approached the bridge, there was the ma¬ 
jestic sight of Pratt’s Flour Mill with its im¬ 
posing height and numerous small windows 
covered in flour dust.” 

Mr Davies describes himself as a part- 
time author and full-time canal enthusi¬ 
ast. This is his fourth book published by 
The History Press, his previous including 
Boats, Smoke, Steam and Folk and Mid¬ 
lands Canal Carriers. The book is £14.99.

Mr Austin said: “We’ve 
been overwhelmed by local people’s gener¬ 
osity, it goes to show the enduring legacy of 
Bert’s work in the community.” 


Results speak 
for themselves 


THEY were asked to stop using Black 
Country slang in class and now results are 
speaking for themselves as school bosses 
reveal pupils’ exams results are on the up. 

Head teacher John White sparked de¬ 
bate last year when he issued a ‘Mind Your 
Slanguage’ guide at Colley Lane Primary 
School in Halesowen in a bid to raise Eng¬ 
lish standards. This week, 11 months on, 
Mr White revealed that reading levels at 
Key Stage 2 had improved by seven per 
cent with 79 per cent of children achieving 
the expected level four grade. The number 
achieving the higher level five in reading 
went up nine per cent to 41 per cent. 

Mr White said: “Firstly can I say there 
was no ban, that term was only used by 
the media. Secondly we were always very 
clear about valuing the local dialect and 
only wanted to improve our children’s life 
chances. Our intention was not to remove 
any local culture or identity but to give our 
children the spoken language skills to com¬ 
pete against the best.”

Time to hide — the xenomorph is prowling the corridors in Alien Isolation

IN SPACE no-one can hear you scream 
but your neighbours might when you 
play Alien Isolation (18, Sega). 

This is by far the best game yet to 
revel in the creepy sci-fi world of Rip¬ 
ley and her alien xenomorph nemesis. 

It takes the look of Ridley Scott’s 
original 1979 movie and lovingly rec¬ 
reates it in game form. This is a 1970s 
view of the future, lots of chunky ship 
like doors and handles and flickering 
green screen computers. 

The game casts you as Ripley, not 
Ellen but her daughter Amanda, who 
is dragged into her mother’s night¬ 
mare when she visits a space station 
that has found a relic from the long- 
lost spaceship Nostromo. Guess who 
hitched a ride? 

Put on your headphones to really get 
the creeps from the distant clangs and 
slitherings (the soundscape is excel¬ 
lent) as the sense of dread mounts in 
the claustrophobic maze of corridors. 

There is also add-on content availa¬ 
ble involving members of the original 
Nostromo crew. 

In Alien Isolation the best option is 
to hide if you glimpse the salivating 
monster. You will have to scavenge re¬ 
sources and improvise solutions before 
you can even think about taking it on. 
If you don’t — game over man. 

Now the dust has settled after the 
impact of the biggest game of the year, 
Destiny (16, Activision), does it live 
up the hype and the excellent Led Zep- 
pelin-soundtracked trailer? 

The answer is a qualified yes. Once 
you’ve put some hours in, game devel¬ 
oper Bungie’s epic science fiction ad¬ 
venture really starts to evolve. Right 
from the off it looks spectacular, what¬ 
ever format you are using, and the gor¬ 
geous landscapes keep coming as you 
explore awesome locations infested 


with enemies. But there is repetition 
in the missions and, despite the pres¬ 
ence of Game of Thrones actor Peter 
Dinklage as your ‘Ghost’ (floating 
robot pal), the voice acting could have 
been better. 

You also always have to be online 
even for solo missions to take part in 
this epic blend of first person shooter 
and massive multiplayer. 

Bungie were also creators of the 
mighty Halo series and there are cos¬ 
metic similarities to the galactic war 
between Spartans and the Covenant. 


In the Destiny scenario mankind is 
at the end of golden age created by a 
moon-like orb called The Traveller. 
Now the Darkness has come to devas¬ 
tate man’s universe with the help of 
various nasty aliens. You are cast as a 
Guardian to protect Earth and neigh¬ 
bouring planets, and your job is to 
blast as many aliens as possible. 

Almost as essential as the impres¬ 
sive visuals is Marty O’Donnell’s 
symphonic score. He has even got Paul 
McCartney to write a song for the end 
credits, called Hope For The Future.

SHORT of going back a cou¬ 
ple of generations in Ten¬ 
nessee, the next best way 
to hear one of the most au¬ 
thentic bluegrass sounds is 
listen to this trio from the 
North West. 

With Michael Giverin on 
mandolin and guitar, Jay 
Bradbury on vocals and 
fiddle and Lucy Williams 
on double bass and harmo¬ 
nies they create a fantastic 
old time, boot-stomping, 
barn-shaking sound. 

Opening with a jug band 
tune, Big Sciota, it straight 
away showed Bradbury’s in¬ 
credible fiddle playing which 
is matched perfectly by her 
deep, rich voice which gave 
her a mesmerising quality 
as she took the trio into 
Road to Columbus. 

Their own song, Cool 
My Body Down, called on 
Giverin’s subtle mando¬ 
lin followed by Bradbury’s 
torch style singing which 
was then joined by Williams 
slapping the bass like she 
was exorcising a demon. 

Jaywalkers know their 
craft to perfection.

Caro Emerald, 

NIA, Birmingham 

VINTAGE style and artfully 
tweaked retro sounds came 
to Birmingham when Dutch 
diva Caro Emerald paid her 
third visit to the city and 
took things to the max with 
the biggest headline concert 
of her career so far. 

Having previously played 
the Symphony Hall, this 
time six thousand fans 
came to see the glamorous 
two lips from Amsterdam at 
the NIA. They were treated 
to an hour and three quar¬ 
ters set which covered most 
of the tracks from her two 
hit albums, Deleted Scenes 
From The Cutting Room 
Floor and The Shocking 
Miss Emerald. 

Jazzy sounds with a hip 
hop twist have provided 
her hits but the 33-year-old 
chanteuse is at greatest ease 
on big sultry ballads, her left 
hand constantly fluttering 
as she channels the emotion. 
This was evident right from 
the start with I Belong To

You, made even moodier by 
its twangy guitar, hinting at 
the Twin Peaks theme. 

She was first seen in a 
ribbed red 50s style dress 
that didn’t flatter her, 
though helped those at the 
back locate her in the ab¬ 
sence of big screens. She 
changed twice, into a styl¬ 
ish black and white checked 
dress, then a dark top with 
shimmering poodle skirt. 

Despite a succession of 
catchy finger-popping num¬ 
bers, including Tangled Up 
and Pack Up The Louie, it 
took quite some coaxing 
to get the audience, many 


of whom could also be de¬ 
scribed as vintage, on their 
feet. It is tricky to create an 
atmosphere in such a vast 
arena, particularly with a 
booming echo. 

The determined Miss 
Emerald and her crack 
eight-piece band, including 
brass section, violinist, rub¬ 
ber-legged guitarist and re¬ 
cord scratching turntablist, 
finally got the crowd bop¬ 
ping with hangover anthem 
Liquid Lunch. 

The gig went up a notch 
after a sassy cover of Shirley 
Bassey’s History Repeating, 
as Caro kicked off her high 
heels and went barefoot 
for the final numbers. She 
closed with the irresistible 
Stuck, returning for her 
breakthrough hit Back It 
Up and A Night Like This. 

Poignantly, her last song 
was the one that made her 
aware of her own talent as 
a child at a school concert, 
a lovely version of Dream a 
Little Dream of Me.

AS the giant JLR engine plant 
nears completion on i54, 
ready to turn out Jaguar and 
Land Rover engines by the 
thousands it is easy to for¬ 
get that the last of the city’s 
many car manufacturers had 
a factory just the other side 
of Wobaston Road, on the old 
Pendeford Airport Site. 

Jack Turner was an engineer 
and motor racing enthusiast who, 
just after the War, had premises in 
the Old Smithy at Seisdon. 

He built engines and race cars, 
and often raced himself. 

One of his customers was John 
Webb, of Stourbridge’s Webb 
Crystal, and he went into part¬ 


nership with Jack, and they de¬ 
cided to build production cars, in 
a small factory in Merridale Road. 

These cars proved so successful 
that in 1955 the move was made 
to larger premises in the former 
RAF buildings on Wolverhampton 
Airport. 

Sprightly 

Two seat sports cars with fibre- 
glass bodies were built, powered 
by the Austin A. 30 and later Aus¬ 
tin A. 35 engines, the latter giving 
a sprightly top speed of 90 mph. 

To save on purchase tax, the 
cars were also sold as kits, which 


enabled a large saving to be made 
for a weekend’s work. 

Turners made their own bod¬ 
ies, but a kit builder could buy a 
fully trimmed body for £65 from 
Hills Fibreglass of Wednesfield. 

In 1960 the cars were restyles 
and fitted with the 1100 cc Cov- 
enytry Climax engine, giving a top 
speed of over 105 mph, more than 
enough to see off an MGB. 

The cars sold well in America, 
and production continued until 
1966, when Jack called it a day 
and went into liquidation. The 
Turner Sports Car Club hold an 
annual rally at Bantock House, 
keeping the name alive, and a 
high porportion of the 800 or so 
cars that were built still survive.

New BMW 
will poach 
buyers from 
opposition 

By Ian Donaldson 


IT doesn’t look at all sporty and power goes 
to the ‘wrong’ wheels for a BMW but the lat¬ 
est model from the Bavarian car maker is go¬ 
ing to cause some large ripples in the sales 
pond. 

For BMW expects the majority buyers of a new 2 
Series Active Tourer to come from other brands, and 
half of them to be mature empty nesters, more likely 
to transport their grandchildren than their own off¬ 
spring. 

And these buyers won’t care that the upright stance of the 
newcomer says ‘practical’ much more than sporty. 

Indeed, they’ll relish the space this releases for both peo¬ 
ple and luggage - and still admire the BMW badge on the 
bonnet. 

They’ll bother even less that this is the first BMW to drive 
through its front wheels - like almost every family car made 
these past many decades, but an absolute no-no in BMW 
terms until now. 

Pushing power through the rear wheels is still best for ab¬ 
solute precision from the steering and making a powerful 
car punch through bends, but the 2 Series Active Tourer has 
other priorities, and manages pretty well anyway, thank you 
very much. 


Patrolled 

This is a car aimed at the heart of a quickly growing part 
of the car market, ignored until now by BMW but heavily 
patrolled for years past by Mercedes-Benz with its B-class 
and the posher versions of cars like the Ford C-Max and, a 
very recent arrival, the VW Golf SV. 

All attempt a dash of style while remembering that prac¬ 
ticality wins the day and the new BMW is a fine example of 
this principle. 

It is barely longer than BMW’s own 1 Series hatchback 
but a little taller than a BMW XI SUV, resulting in a car that 
will fit four six-footers in comfort (five at a pinch) yet take up 
only modest amounts of road space. 

A back seat that folds (easily from levers in the boot) in 
three sections and can be slid horizontally to favour luggage 
or rear passengers’ legs, and an electrically powered tail¬ 
gate as standard show BMW has taken everyday practicality 
to heart. 

Under the bonnet there’s a choice of a single petrol or 
diesel engine, with more arriving soon to offer more power 
and the option of all-wheel drive, a feature that will cost at 
least £29,175 to capture in a high-end only models. 

In fact, the new Active Tourer starts from a much more 
reasonable £22,125, a figure that will strike fear into rivals 
with less prestigious badges. 

Standard 

That brings you a petrol powered 218i SE which, contrary 
to a very well earned reputation for mean levels of stand¬ 
ard kit on upper crust German cars, is actually pretty well 
equipped. 

Standard kit includes alloy wheels, DAB radio and Blue¬ 
tooth, rear parking sensors, dual zone climate control, auto 
wipers and lights and the powered tailgate already men¬ 
tioned. 

Under the bonnet sits a new three-cylinder engine that 
promises good economy and feels plenty quick enough for 
the family-lugging role most Active Tourers will slip into - a 
drive over a variety of roads showed 40mpg on the strikingly 
clear dashboard that continues a BMW tradition of making 
things easier for the driver. 

That continues with positive steering, a commanding driv¬ 
ing position and buttons and switches that remind you of the 
car’s quality every time you touch them. 

Less impressive was a gearchange that puts first and re¬ 
verse so close together that I started moving backwards at 
the lights until I learned to take more care and a ride that 
occasionally turned lumpy on some surfaces. 

An automatic, diesel powered Active Tourer (from £24,205 
plus £1,685 for the auto gears) pulled better still and showed 
50mpg on a run and will win a lot of friends.

The all-new Mercedes-AMG C 
63 Saloon and Estate were re¬ 
vealed this week. 

Using the 205 series aluminium and steel 
chassis structure as its basis, the new C 
63 adds an all-new 4.0-litre biturbo engine 
to give it great performance while unique, 
three-stage adjustable dampers and a be¬ 
spoke steering set-up allow it to retain the 
agility that made the model it replaces the 
most popular AMG ever created. 

The technology applied to the new 
Mercedes-AMG C 63 is focused on en¬ 
hancing the performance of the car - to 
make it as exhilarating as possible yet via¬ 
ble to be used every day. The dynamic en¬ 
gine mounts fitted to the C 63 are a good 
example. 

They reduce unwanted vibration from 
the engine and gearbox by softening 
during normal driving conditions - when 
greater agility is required, they stiffen to im¬ 
prove responses through the speed-sensi¬ 
tive, electromechanical steering and limit 
unwanted movement in the drivetrain. 

Likewise, the C 63 uses a unique sus¬ 
pension set-up. At the front it uses four-link 
suspension, independent steering knuck¬ 
les and a wider track to improve stability, 
while at the rear the multilink system uses 
independent mounts and an increase in 
negative camber. 

Both are linked to AMG Ride Control 
system, operating through electronical¬ 
ly-controlled three-stage dampers - rang¬ 
ing from comfort through to track settings. 
Useful for when the latter is engaged, a 
mechanical locking rear differential for the 


standard C 63 and an electronic version for 
the C 63 S. 

As standard the C 63 is fitted with 
245/40 R18 (front) and 265/40 R18 (rear) 
tyres while the ‘S’ model gains 245/35 R19 
(front) and 265/35 R19 (rear) tyres. 

At the heart of any AMG is its hand-built 
engine. The Mercedes-AMG C 63 uses the 
Ml77 engine - a sister unit to the Ml78 
found in the new Mercedes-AMG GT - dis¬ 
placing 3,982 cc and equipped with twin 
turbochargers neatly packaged in the ‘V’ of 
the cylinder banks and cooled via a special 
duct built in the bonnet of the car. 

Developing 476 hp in standard form and 
510 hp in the C 63 AMG S, it’s nearly a third 
more efficient than the engine it replaces 
yet, in ‘S’ form, produces more power and 
emits less C02 - from 192 g/km of C02. 

Improve 

The combination makes it the most effi¬ 
cient performance engine of its kind. 

A heavily revised version of the AMG 
SPEEDSHIFT MCT 7-speed transmission 
features on the C 63 - now with significant¬ 
ly quicker shift times to improve responses. 

In saloon form, the C 63 AMG weighs 
from 1,715 kg while the Estate weighs from 
1,785 kg (including fuel and the driver). 

Matching the changes under the skin 
are extensive changes to the appearance 
of the car - both outside and in. New front 
bumpers with deep airdams to feed the in¬ 
tercoolers are joined by the unique AMG 
grille and a new bonnet with subtle power 
domes. 

Unique, wider front wings (to clear the 
wider front track) feature a subtle ‘V8 bi¬ 
turbo’ badges above a set of similarly dis¬ 
creet sill extensions.

The rear bumper is also new, designed 
to house the new quad exhaust pipes be¬ 
low a small wing mounted on the bootlid 
and above the tailgate glass on the estate. 

Inside, the changes are immediately 
apparent, with deep, contoured seats set 
behind a small, unique AMG wheel and re¬ 
calibrated AMG dials. 

The option of AMG sports seats can be 
specified along with a range of different 
leather treatments and trim finishes - from 
piano black to carbon and aluminium. 


Buttons for the AMG Ride Control, op¬ 
tional active AMG performance exhaust 
system and the three-stage gearbox 
modes are grouped around the standard 
Touchpad controller, above which is an 
AMG badge and IWC timepiece. 

The Mercedes-AMG C 63 Saloon and 
Estate are both available to order in the UK 
from next month, with prices and specifica¬ 
tions set to be announced when ordering 
opens. First deliveries are expected to take 
place in Spring 2015.

Practical Mini 
for family use 


BMW hopes that by adding 
two extra doors to the recent¬ 
ly launched third generation 
Mini, it will introduce the car 
to a wider audience. 

At the risk of stating the obvious, 
the main focus here is the addition 
of two extra doors. Granted, the 
Countryman might also be a gen¬ 
uine five-door car, but Mini’s take 
on this apparent duplication is that 
the Countryman is an SUV, albeit a 
small one, making it an unfair com¬ 
parison. 

So, what we have here is a slight¬ 
ly longer Mini hatch - all the better to 
accommodate rear seat occupants - 
boasting more cabin and boot space, 
plus the added flexibility to attract fam¬ 
ilies and active types seeking a more 
practical Mini hatch. 

You’ll have to look closely to really 
spot the changes in the transition from 
three to five doors. The extra length is 
modest (72mm between the wheels) 
and it does little to harm the look of 
this third-gen car’s already expanded 
dimensions. 

Inside this five-door model is the 
now familiar new-look Mini fascia, 
complete with oversize central display, 
tweaked minor controls, the inclusion 
of a BMW-style i-Drive controller and 
chunky steering wheel. The result is a

car that retains the trademark BMW era 
Mini look, but also boasts a more ma¬ 
ture, grown-up feel. 

No question, this expanded Mini will 
be a welcome sight for anyone with a 
small family looking to remain faith¬ 
ful to the brand. The car’s rear doors 
aren’t the largest and access could be 
more accommodating, but once inside 
there’s reasonable legroom even for 
adults. The car’s boot also receives a 
welcome boost, as along with the flex¬ 
ible boot floor and additional storage, 
folding the rear seats liberates a decent 
amount of space. 

Despite the expanded dimensions of 
the five-door car, it remains loyal to the 
fun ethos of the three-door model. On 
the move, the extra length and weight 
barely registers, which means you can 
still throw the car around if so inclined. 

At launch, the choice between 
Cooper S petrol and Cooper SD diesel 
means the difference between a feisty, 
rev-happy experience and a more re¬ 
laxed but no less potent one, respec¬ 
tively. 

Both 2.0-litre four-cylinder units, they 
can also be had with BMW’s six-speed 
dual clutch transmissions if you don’t 
fancy the extra workout associated with 
the manual shifters. 

Factor in a switchable eco-normal- 


sport mode plus optional electronic 
sports damping and you don’t need 
to sacrifice a thing in the pursuit of a 
performance Mini driving experience 
despite the car’s increased focus on 
practicality. 

The Mini is an unusual proposition in 
that it’s often hard to make direct com¬ 
parisons with so say rival cars. In basic 
trim the car benefits from a few options, 
although these can prove surprisingly 
good value. 

Likewise engine choice, as BMW’s 
efforts to reduce consumption and 
emissions have resulted in some seri¬ 
ously tax-friendly numbers. 

Plus, spec your car well and you 
won’t lose your shirt when it’s time to 
sell it on. 

Continuing the Mini’s classless ap¬ 
proach to motoring, company execu¬ 
tives routinely state that there’s no one 
definitive buyer profile. 

That said, it’s pretty obvious that 
the five-door hatch will likely appeal to 
buyers seeking a little more space for 
a growing family. And if you just want 
some added versatility this model is 
probably a smarter choice than the 
larger Countryman, especially if the 
whole SUV culture isn’t your thing. 

This car summed up in a single word 
is practical. 

If this car was like moving house, it 
would be the step from starter home to 
family abode
